n her public schools, and 
if we " may 


;udge by tbe increase in attendance In re- 
cent years, t-lie never had more confidence 
la tbem than now. Tbe averrigc num- 
ber of pupils belonging in 1S901 was 
9902, again of 1384 in the last tbree 
yearn, and of 500 in 1S9G. 'While, how- 
ever, Ibis increase is a gratifying ieali: 
mony to ihe popularity of tlie schools, it 
is iilso an added sourca o£ expense, a 
consideration somewhat le-ts agreeable 
lo tbe taxpayer. 
Th-^ total expanse for 


the year was $201,037.13, and in the 
opinion of Iho Superintendent of Schools 
tbe conditions now prevailing will neces- 
sitate n still larger expenditure this year. 
The sum is a large one, but the Import- 
ance and value ol 
! an education are so 


well understood by all that tbe public 
.ti'jver seriously objects to the.size of the 
e-:ipenditura for schools, provided 'tbat 
tliu money is really needed, and that it 
is wisely and judiciously uifcd. 
Tbe in- 


crease in school expenses las' year was 
more tlian covered by ilia two items of 
teachers' salaries and fuel, and in other 
particulars there was an actual decrease. 
The nnly increase In individual salaries 
was tbat of $200 each for special teach- 
er.--, and this was offset several fold by. 
reducing the executive force, and by 
adding tbe supervision of tbo evening 
schools to tho day work previously dona 
by tbe Superintendent. 


Tbe feaiura o£ our school system, in 


wbiiib there bas beftn 
tbe 
greatest 


change in recent years, has been tbe 
kindergarten. 
Lowell's 
first 
kinder- 


garten was opened in. the fall oE 1S92. 
Four others, together 
witb a normal 


training class for kiadergartnors, 'were 
opened the next year; in 1605 tlti-eo 
others were added, and in 1S05 four 
more, making twelve in all. In the 
same time the normal department has 
graduated 
thirty-one 
kindorgartners, 


seventeen o£ whom were residents of 
Lowell and fourteen non-residents. 
All 


tbo kimlerearleus oE the city are now in 
eicellanc,working order, and no part of 
our" school system. Is more 
popular. 


Their cost is considerable, but the de- 
mand for them is unmistakable, and 
they must, therefore, be supported and 
paid for. It teems to me, however, tbat 
we already have enough to pretty fairly 
supply our needs; more, I believe, than 
are maintained by any other city of our 
size in Jf\;w England, and I suggest to 
tho School Board the wisdom of going 
very slowly in opening more than we 
_now have. 


Tbe permanent tenure of office for 


teachers, recommended by me two years 
ago and adopter! by the School Board.io 
June, 1805, has given great satisfaction 
to all concerned. It pnts no bar in tbe 
way ot the removal of an undeserving 
teacher, but it does give permanent 
tenure to tbe deserving, and saves all 
from tbo anxiety and humiliation oE an 
annual ballot. 
Any doubts which may 


ba've been felt by any at first have 
paused away, and the value and worth 
oE tbe plan are now conceded by all. 


Three years ago the limit 
of tbe 


capacity of our school 
houses 
was 


reached, and the need oE further ac- 
coinudatlons became so evident earlj in 
1890, that-by special legislaiion 'lie city 
was enabled to make a loan oE $200,000 
outside the debt limit, and with money 
tbus obtained, and with that left over 
from tbe sale of tbe old city hall, more 
new school bouses have since been be- 
gun than iu several previous years. An 
addition to tbe Plain streetschool hou.su 
is ready for occupancy today, and five 
otbcr buildings will bo finished in April, 
or by Sepiomber at the latest. Two 
sections of tbe city, Centralville and

tbree hundred per cent, greater tbau in

nor residents, and have through tba 
Hoard oE Police requested tbe passage oE 
an ordinance regulating the traffic of 
bawkers and psdlers, affixing a penalty 
for its violation, as provided in tbe pub- 
ic statutes. 
The Board has ample 


authority to make regulations for the 
conduct of the traffic, but it cannot affix 
a penalty for its violation, and an ordin- 
ance without a penalty is a blank car- 
tridge, valueless for tbe enforcement o£ 
aw. 


The^ordioances for tbe regulation of 


Jie other minor licenses should 
be 


imended to brine them into harmony 
v.ith the latest legislation, in order tbat 
tbe Board o£ Police may have authority 
commensurate with its responsibilities. 


The City Library br.i begun tbe past 


year an important work in bringing its 
contents before its patrons in the issu- 
ance of bulletins. It Is proposed to i^sue 
these monthly, and besides the additions 
oE new volumes thc bulletins will contain 
a reference list on some special subject, 
Tbe subjects already covered are Botany, 
Chemistry and Manufactures. 
These 


bulletins have been mailed to tbe teach- 
ers and others known to be interested 
and are distributed quarterly at the 
library. 
We hope to see this work con- 


tinued. 


Streets. 


A change and an improvement are 


needed in tho method of building new 
streets and taking care of streets already 
constructed. The work in this depart- 
ment has not been entirely satisfactory. 
Large sums ot money have been ex- 
pended, some of which Las not furnished 
such, results as might Eairlv be expected. 
Thore has been an almost entire lack of 
ayatem and the affairs o£ the department 
have been conducted in great measure in 
a bap-hazard way. 
The appropriation 


for this department lias been and always 
will be a large part o£ tbe revenues 
raised from taxation. 
The character of 


tbe work should be, as far as possible, 
permanent 
Streets should be built of 


tbe best material. to be had and accord- 
ing to the most approved developments 
in the art o£ road-building. Tbey wi1! 
last longer and give better service than 
those made of poor materials and built 
on methods long aeo discredited. Every 
one bas nn interest in good roads.- They 
ara a benefit to tho business' man and 
assist largely the material prosperity of 
the municipality, while increasing the 
comfort of all our citizens who uae them 
whether afoot, on bicycles or in carriages. 
The Commonwealth bas recognized tbe 
importance of building such streets as I 
have described and bas already built 
some which may well be taken by no 
for examples. I recommend that during 
the year we begin the building of one or 
more sections o£ road upon, this prin- 
ciple, and tbac some thoroughfare or 


ed by class or social .distinction'in the 
distribution of public improvement. "We 
should endeavor to treat all in n spirit of 
airaess and expend llie public money in 
a manner that would result in the great- 
est good to the greatest number. Past 
governments have ignored this principle, 
fur an Investigation of the work done 
shows tbac sparcely settled streets in the 
outlying districts havo received great 
attention while those teeming with popu- 
lation in tbe manufacturing centre have 
been neglected. In one instance last 
year the sum o£ five thousand dollars 
was expended on a street on tbo ex- 
treme outtkirts "o£ tbe city, with but a 
few houses on it, anil at the time tbe 
money was spent tbe consent of tbe 
Council necessary to warrant such action 
bad not been obtained. This evil Is the 
result of Individual members oE commit- 
tees log-rolling with one another to 
secure improvements for tbe wards they 
represent to the exclusion of other sec- 
lions of the city. 
It results in great 


injustice and in "ib'e future it ought not 
to be countenanced. 
* 


For the past two years I have urgently 


pressed on tbe council the extreme 
necessity that exists fov street improve- 
ments iu'tbat portion of our city known 
as "Little "Canada." 
Hero is a small 


area of territory Into whicb are crowded 
thousands oE people, aud in this district 
there is not a street or sidewalk that is 
decently constructed. This is'manifestly 
unfair to tbe inhabitants who dwell, in 
this place, and we should bn prompt in 
applying a remedy. 
They bear their 


share ut tlie burdens of government; 
they should receive .their proportionate 
part of its benefits. 'For the numerous 
children living in tbis vicinity a small 
park or play-ground ought to be pro- 
vided. The expense would be sraill, 
aud it would result iu bringingincreased 
health and bapuiness to them, 


Tbe bridge over JlerrimacL- river, on 


the extension of Moody street has -been 
completed and is a beautiful and sub- 
stantial structure, of whicb tho city of 
Lowell may well be proud. Tbe easterly 
approach has'been innch improved by 
Ibe widening o£ Pawtucket street and 
iho. construction of curves in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the bridce. Tbis 
widening is not only of advantage at the 
junction 
of 
iloody and 
Pawtuckut 


streets,' but" also affords relief lo travel 
at the -junction 
of 
Pawtucket ' and 


Herri mack 'si reels. 
Tho proprietors of 


the Locks and Canals on ilerrimack 
river generously gave the land for this 
improvement and iba city moved the 
walls aud laid edzeslones to conform to 
tbe new line. 


I'awliicU'el Grade CrussluK. 


Tbe portion of ibe work of abolishing 


tbe grade crossing at Pawtucket street, 
over the tracks of the Boston and ilaine 
railroad, assigned to the city o£ Lowell, 
was begun early last year; it consists in 
filling the new street to tbe grade laid 
out by the Grade" Crossing Commissinu 
and constructing tbe roadway. During 
tbe spring months this work was con- 
tinued by tbe Street department as 
rapidly as Ihe work of construction n£ 
the retaining walls by the Boston and 
ilaine Kailroad would allow, but during 
the summer mouths, on account of the 
condition of the roads, no filling was 
liunled. to llie crossinc- Tbe retaining 
walls and tbe overhead bridge have now 
been completed by tbe. rail road, and tbe 
department is ' pushing the work 
of 


filling as vigorously as possible.

Acceptance of New Streets. 


In September o£ last year, a now rule 


was added lo the joint rulefi and orders 
of Ibe city council,, as follows: 


Rule 27. Ko. resolution for the acceptance 
and laying out or ans street or public hi^liway 
sliall be passed to a aecund roading by :he city 
council, until the City Civil Engineer. sh;ill cer- 
tlfv to tn~ council Hut and acreu^ or public 
hijrliway 13 fully completed, and graded to the 
frnides named in rhe resolution, without ei- 
pecse to tlie city. 


The adoption and enforcement of this 


rule would doubtless in most cases be 
of beneflc'to the city, as tbe expense of 
building these streets in a proper man- 
ner would be borne bv the real estate 
owners directly 
benefltted; and tbat 


pan of tbe .appropriation of the street 
department heretofore spent in building 
these new streets could be employed in 
much needed improvements and repairs.

Sewers and ivraiii*. 


Tbo past year bas been a busy one for 


tbe department of sewers and drains. 
Twenty-three -sewers have been built, 
measuring in all 12,655 feet, or 2.30 
miles. 
OE tbis amount 10,241 feet are 


pipe sewers and tbe remainder brick. 


The most important work done was 


tba building o£ an outlet sewer, running 
from Andover street to the Memroack 
river, for -Irniolng tbe Oaklands. 
This 


sewer Is sufficiently larije and deep to" 
drain both t'ne easterly and westerly 
slope oE tlie Oaklands, and was a very 
difficult piece o£ work, as it was con- 
structed through solid ledge. 
JTear tbe 


close of the year, tbe Board o£ Aldermen 
passed resolutions to build nine more 
sewers,^whicb will be an additional 1.42 
miles. '•. There is an immediate demand 
for a system of sewers to drain that por- 
tion o£ tue city which has just been 
opened to building by tbe construction 
of Moody street bridge. A largo number 
of houses are already built upon this 
lan'd and'more are to be built the com- 
ing year. No se.vrers have yet been con- 
structed, nor can they be until a main 
outlet is provided for tbem into tbe 
Sferrimack river.

It Ms a Denver newspaper tradition that 


the Tunniest bit of jonmalistlc ivork eVei 


by Mark Twain was strangled by a 


too friendly proofreader. Mark was giran 
an assignment to write up the opening of 
a saloon—quite a noteworthy event In 
those days in the Colorado town.

thought It would be funny to make hls^ac- 
coanc of the festivities bear silent witness 
to the potency of the free tofronhmonts dis- 
pensed. The article began soberly enough, 
but soon the diction became mistry, then 
the spoiling grew confused, and ilnally the 
whole thing degenerated into a maudlin, 
Incoherent eulogy 'of the saloon keeper.

junction. 


This is tho actual state of law under 


which wa nra now living, and yet this 
is not Russia, nor yet Turkey, but tha 
frPD and enlightened republic of tha 
United States, where the people mako 
the laws, and where there are no classes 
nor ti'.les of nobility. At least this is 
vbnt our masters- tell ua when they 
Ccsh about the dignity of the free and 
independent American-workingman and 
the sacredness of our "national honor" 
about election time. 


American workingmen tire in a posi- 


tion where it is utterly impossible for 
them to realize any of the benefits of 
organization :is against the will of their 
masters without placing themselves in 
the attitude of criminals. They are en- 
meshed in the not of a judicial despotism 
which takes cognizance of all their acts, 
and which has both the power and tho 
disposition to see that none of snch acts 
Eh:ill interfere with tho so called liberty 
of employers to carry on business after 
their own ideas of tha eternal fitness of 
things, and to the end that the dear 
public may not be inconvenienced. 


By the side of this question the ques-

They 
reported at onc,e to the ofiic-ers that they 
had agreed, ahW tin; Jury was called into 
court and the verdict recorded before 
they ate their dinner.

Warren M. Blak'i was Informed of the 
death of his sister, Isabella.

The cose was' one oC the most closely 


fought of any tried In this state since 
the famous Parkman murder case In 
1S50, and eren now the lawyers for the 
convicted man have not given up the 
flght for his life. None of the exceptions 
taken at the "trial were vital points, for 
the court In nearly every instance ruled 
in favor of the prisoner and gave his 
counsel far more latitude than was al- 
lowed District Attorney Hoar. 


The scene outside the courtroom when 


the verdict was announced was sensa- 
tional, as from the 'great crowd there 
arose an almost gasp of surprise.

took only a few seconds for the news 
to spread throughout the city, and al- 
most before Bram himself realized that 
he stood.In the shadow of the gallows, 
the fact of his guilt was on every tongue. 


As soon as the Jury had been polled 


Lawyer Cotter immediately moved for 
a new trial, and as usual the court ap- 
pointed a day. when the argument on 
both sides will be heard on the motion, 
Jan. 9 being the day set. 


For some minutes &-f ter the announce- 


ment of the verdict Bram kept his nerve, 
but the strain was too much and he 
gave way to tears for the first time 
during the ordeal. 


At -the time he could say very little, 


only to repeat over and over again, 
"I am Innocent, I am Innocent, I am not 
guilty of this. 


"I did not believe It possible that any 


such thing could happen to me. I could 
not believe It,'but I know I am Inno- 
cent."

Bram Is hearing up remarkably "well, 


and seems confident of securing a ne:v 
trial. He slept soundly Saturday night, 
and yesterday morning arose and ate 
a hearty breakfast. He does not show 
the least trace of nervousness.

The oars were carried away after going 


n short distance, and a sail was impro- 
vised by each of the four taking turns 
at holding up the captain's overcoat. 
The boat successfully rode the moun- 
tainous wErves'until it struck the surf In 
shore, "when it capsized. 


Captain Murphy, Crane and 
Mont- 


gomery, after a hard flght. succeeded in 
getting safely to shore, completely ex- 
hausted. Higglns was drowned, and hia 
body was cast upon the sands. These 
three men made their way to Daytona, 
arriving there late In the morning. .They 
there learned of the safe landing o'f the 
first boat. A late dispatch from Port 
Orange, ne/ir Daytonar says the boat 
containing four men had succeeded 
in landing there. No particulars were 
given.

Late last night the Three Friends left

message to tho city council, I called 
attention to the large sum it co?t us to 
maintain the assessors' ^department, and 
submitted a statement, compiled from 
answers made to Inquiries addressed to 
the mayors oE other cities, showing that 
the expenso in Lowell was from two to 
three hundred.per cent, greater than,in 
other municipalities in this Stale. Dur- 
ing the sama year the Finance Commis- 
slou examined Into the subject with great 
thoroughness and in its report recom- 
mended changen in method and a reduc- 
tion o£ expenditure in -this office.

The subjects already covered are Botany, 
Chemistry and Manufactures.

bulletins have been mailed to the teach- 
ers and others kuosvn to ba interested 
and are distributed quarterly at tue 
library.

Streets. 


A. change and an -Improvement are 


needed in tbe method of building nevr 
streets and taking care of streets already 
constructed. The work In this depart- 
ment haa not been entirely satisfactory. 
Large sums ot money have been ex- 
pended, some of which Las not furnished 
such results as might fairly bo expected. 
There has beon an almost entire lack of 
system and the affairs .of the department 
have been conducted in groat measure in 


hap-hazarti way. 
The appropriation 


for this department has been, and always 
will be a. large part of the revenues 
raised from taxation. 
The chariicler of 


the work should be, as far as possible, 
permanent. Streets should bo built oE 
ihe best material to be had and accord- 
ing to the most approved developments 
in the art of road-build Ing. They wi'l 
last longer ana give better serviee than 
ihose made of poor materials and built 
on methods long aao discredited. Every 
one has an interest ia good roads. 
They 


are a benefit to the business man and 
assist largely the material prosperity of 
the municipality, while increasing, the 
comfort of all our citizens who USE dhem 
whether afoot,on bicycles or In carriages. 
Tha Commonwealth has recognized the 
importance of building such etreetu as I 
have described and has already built 
nome which may well be taken by DC 
for eiamples. I recommend lhat during 
the year we begin the building of one or 
more sections o£ road upon, this prin- 
ciple, and that some .thoroughfare or 
.streets leading to the 'main highway oi 
some 
of the 
surrounding towns be 


(.elected. Then wa could add 'to tils 
each year and Ia time perfect a system 
o£ roads that wonld be a source of com 
fort to our citizens and would) reflect 
lasting credit on the government that

This is manifestly 
uufair to tho inhabitants who dwell in 
this place, and wo should be prompt in 
applying a remedy. They bear their 
sharo ut the burdens of government; 
they ahould receive their proportionate 
part of ibs benefits. 
For the numerous 


children living in this vicinity a small 
park or play-ground 'ought to bo pro- 
vided. 
Tho expense would 
be small, 


aud it would result in bringing increased 
aealih and happiness to them.: 


Tho bridge over Mevrimuckj river on 


the extension of Moody street ihas bnen 
completed aud is a beautiful and sub- 
stantial structure, of which Iho city of 
Lowell may well bo proud. The easterly 
approach has been much improved by 
the widening of Pawtucket street and 
ihe construclion of curyes in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the bridge.

Tho members of it wero repre- 
sentative business men and woi'O equally 
divided politically. 
With a view only 


to the bust iuterosta of the _ oity, they

legislature a draft of a bill containing

The past year has been a busy ono for 


the department of sewers and drains. 
Twenty-three oewers have been built, 
measuring in all 12,655 feet, or 2.30 
milea.. Of this amount. 10,241 feet are 
pipe sewers and tbe remainder brick. 


The most important work done was 


the building of an outlet sewer, running 
from Andover street to tho Merrimack 
rivor, for irsdninR the Oaklands. This 
sower is sufficiently large nnd deep to 
drain both the easterly and westerly 
slope of the. Oaklands, and was a very 
difficult piece of work, as it,was 
con- 


structed through solid ledge. 
Jfear the 


close of tha year, the Hoard of Aldermen 
passed resolutions to build nine moro 
sewers,.which will be an additional 1.42 
miles. 
There u an immediate demand 


for a system of sewers to drain that por- 
tion of the oity which has Just been 
opened to building "by the construction 
of Moodj street bridge. A. large number 
of houses are already built upon this 
land and more are to be built the com- 
ing year. Xo Bowers have yet been con- 
structed, nor can they be until a main 
outlet is provided for them into the 
Merrlmaok river. 


The sewers connecting with the outlet 


sewer at the Oaklands should ba bulk 
as coon as possible, and there Is also a 
great demand for the extension of the 
aewor in Shaw ftreet 
-westerly 
to 


Etsvens'itreet.'

Dr. Powell ia a man abont 00 years 


of age, being slight of atatuie and re- 
markably active for one of hia years, 
He saya he fesls aa young as he did 40 
years ago. • After graduating from tho 
New York Medical college ho came 
west to practice his profession, but all 
the while keeping np his studies. He 
located in Paolo, Kan., and from there 
he went to Springfield, Mo., where ho 
enjoyed an'excellent practice and ac- 
quired a small fortune.

At that pe- 
riod Holland bad grown from small begin- 
nings into rlcbos and Iniury. With a taste 
for vivid colors, tho incrchantsof Haarlem 
began to. center their admiration upon 
tulips. Gardens were laid out, now varie- 
ties sought, emulation became rife and a 
mania spread over tho people. New forms, 
oliadea or combinations wens introduced 
into tho marlccE, and fortunes were made 
and spent on those lowly flowers. 
Bulbs 


reached fabulous prices, find the only simi- 
lar craze in more recent times seems to 
have been the sale '-if the famous poach- 
blow vase In Now Yorlc city at tho Mor- 
gan sale. 
This latter, however, was con- 


fined to a fow connoisseurs, while tho tulip 
cruzo swept an entire alow going, practical 
Dutch community. 


One bulb of cholco variety vras equiva- 


lent to a oompetonco for an entire family, 
whereas in Haarlem living was cheap. la 
a contiguous city for jpuo pli..nt was given 
2 carts of graiu, •! cures of be.'lcy, 4 oxen, 
12 sheep, 2 casks of wlno, 4 casks of beer 
1,000 
pounds of cheese, a complete suit of 


flno clothing and a silver gobler. Another 
bulb was sold for 13,000 florlna or about | 
80,200 of our money. 
; 


Once there wns in Haarlem loft only two 


bulbs of u certain prized variety. .For one I 
was offered and refused the equivalent In j 
our currency of 51,840, besides a splendid 
coach and pair with their troj>pings. 
An- 


other refusal was of ID acres of valoable 
land. 
On tho registers of another city to- 


day CAB bo soon the rooordof tho sale of 120 
tcilps for tho beneflb of an orphanage, 
which brought in the amazing sum of—in 
our country—53Ci,000. 
Tho spread of this 


craze Is a study In psychology. Finally, 
when gambling In tulips began, when 
brokers bought and sold "long" and 
"short," tbo government decreed that 
debts contracted should bo exacted in tho 
usual manner. Soon thereafter prices sud- 
denly foil, eud tho mania died a natural 
death, —Philadelphia TLrnea.

ALTGELD'S THANKSGIVING.

A voto to defeat free silver was also | 


a vote to confirm government by injunc- ] 
tion. How many workingmon thought | 
of that when they cast their ballots?; 
And how many of tborn realized that j 
tho latter issao wu3 fraught with u 
thousand times moro important tocse- 
qneaces for them—aye, aud for till good- 
citizens of tho republic—than the for- 
mer, althousb tba former was pushed to 
tho fronc acd tho latter was kept as 
aancb as possible in tho background? If 
tho Eryna forces had won the election, 
government by injunction was doomed. 
That wonld have boon a Gad blow to onr 
plutocrats. It weald have deprived them 
of their most effective weapon for hold- 
Ing the masses in subjection. Remem- 
ber that the supreme court by n nnani- 
raons decision, bas deolaieu that govern- 
ment by injunction is an entirely proper 
and constitutional proceeding and not 
In derogation of tho rights of any citi- 
Een. It now stands as tho law of tho 
'.and just as effectually—moro BO in fact 
—than if it eiistcd by^ct of tho legis- 
latnre. And what does ifc mean? 


Henry D. Lloyd says: "Under gov- 


ernment by injunction any judpe can 
accuse any person of high crimo by tlio 
device of enjoining him not to commit 
It 
This accusation by the judge is tho 


same thing ca condemnation, for tlio 
judge, en any kind of evidence whatever 
and without trial by jury, oan find tho 
accused guilty and sentence him to pay 
nny fine, even to his last dollar, nnd 
Imprison him for any term, even to tho 
lest yenr of hia lifa. Government by iu- 
jnnction means that a judge may at 
will crowd the people into a position 
whera they mast all ba either slaves or 
criminals—slaves if they obey him, 
criminals if they obey Magna Charta, 
the Declaration of Independence and tho 
constitution of the United States." 
x 
This construction of law is aimed 


eqnarely at tho workingmon and is in- 
tended to break down the power of their 
organizations and placa them in com- 
platosabjection to their employers. Fol- 
lowing out this construction of law, tho 
workingmen of Massachusetts have al- 
ready been forbidden from walking up 
and down the streets in front of thoir 
employers' places of business. Any act 
whatever that a jndce may, in his ex- 
cessive wisdom, decide to bo detrimental 
to tha "pnblio good" may be forbidcleiv 
by injunction, 
and workingmen on 


strike must suffer the ccn.seqn.enco of 
contempt of court, which is any punish- 
ment which tbo judge may seo fit to 
mete out to them, in his own discretion 
and without the safeguard of a jury 
trial, if they happen to disobey the in- 
junction. 


This ia the actual state of law under 


which we are now living, and yet this 
is not Russia, nor yet Tnrkey, but tho 
free and enlightened repnblio of tho 
United States, where the people make 
tbo laws, and where there are no classes 
nor titleii of nobility. At least this is 
what ovu- masters tell U3 -when they 
gush about tho dignity of the frea and 
independent American workiugmau aud 
the sacredness cf onr "national honor" 
about election time. 


American workingmen are in a posi- 


tion where it is utterly impossible for 
them to realize any of the benefits of 
organization ns against the will of their 
masters without placing themselves in 
the attitude of criminals. 
They are en- 


meshed in tho net of a judicial despotism 
which takes cognizance of all thoir aots, 
and which has both the power and the 
disposition to saa that none of such acts 
shall interfere with the so called liberty 
of employers to carry on business after 
their own ideas of tho eternal fitness of 
things, and to the end that .the dear 
publio may not bo inconvenienced. 


By the side of this question the ques- 


tion of silver coinage pales i*to ntter 
insignificance. In his plea to the court; 
which confirmed the Wcods decision in 
tho Debs case, thus legalizing govern- 
ment by injunction, Judgo Gregory, one 
ef Debs' counsel, said: "By such a dec- 
laration 
(confirming the Woods de- 


cision) this court will turn over the 
workingmen of the country, bound hand 
and foot, to tbo mercy of corporate ra- 
pacity and greed in a timo when com- 
bination rules every market and every 
great enterprise aud dominates all .the 
activities of capital. Tho effect will bo 
either to break -the spirit of American 
we^oworkcra until they sink to a dull 
level bet little above that of tho ciumb 
beasts, or else by confining and restrain- 
ing dynannc social forces until they 
gather an accumulatod and resistless en- 
ergy by snob compression precipitate 
an explosion which shall wreck social 
order. It is idle to disguise or to'codge 
the question. This injunction was |imed 
at a strike. These men were impriEoned 
because they were leaders of a strike. 
The workingmen of this country wait 
on the judgment of this court to learn 
whether the last poor weapon they havo 
against the oppressions which, they know 
exiscs, because they feel them, is to bo 
wrested from them." Workingmen uro 
likely to have this question brought 
forcibly home to them before the four 
yeajs of tho iloKinley regime are over.

In 
that competition of patriotic - cltcranco 
Aligelcl soarad above them all ns tho 
skylark soars above the thrush. 
Tyo do 


not beliove chat, either in'1893 or any 
other year, a more beautiful, eralted 
nnd reverent thanksgiving was over of-. 
fered by mortal man. 


Altgeld has probably been denounced 


more bitterly than any other person oo- 
cupyiug an important official position 
in this country. Ho has bean brandedlas 
an anarchist, an incendiary, a breeder 
of sedition — every ephithet that fenr 
aud hatred1 could prompt and ingenuity 
reduce to words has been showered upon 
him from tha press, tho pulpit and . the 
rostrum. 
How far these denunciations 


were warranted we do' not now propose 
to consider. We content ourselves with 
saying that many of tho leading men 
in Chicago — merchants, manufacturers, 
heads of great corporations and promi- 
nent members of the learned professions

What is j 


wisdom today shall ba folly tomorrow. 
There is but one kind of wisdom, aud 
tbat is the wisdom of — the Father. 
There is but one ultimatbm in social 
life, and its name is — social righteous- 
ness through laws of equal rights, and 
henco the snppression of all monopoly,. 


Monopoly is the antithesis of equal 


rights, the antagonistic force of all pub- 
lic honesty, tha embodiment of all in- 
iquities in the life of nations. There 
you hava the key of tho position to be 
attacked. No reform movement has any 
chance of permanent success until that 
key is captured. 
The key of a position 


means a certain portion of land through 
which the array of tho enemy can hold 
all the other land it needs, and so its 
gnus, baggage, soldiers, etc. Tho key 
once token possession of, the rest of the 
land has to be abandoned, and gans 
and soldiers must fly off or bo destroyed. 


Land monopoly is the key of capital- 


ism with its wage slavery and so called 
money power, its trusts with which to. 
intensify all restrictions in production 
and commerce and -any possible com- 
bination tending to centre! markets, 
prices and labor earnings. Land monop- 
oly is bnt a grand land trust in each na- 
tion. All the others are nothing but ita 
natnra) children, made indispensable to" 
tbo father in proportion' as inToutions 
ccmp to incruaso tho power of labor in 
all forms of production. Land and laiid. 
value: are the only basid of supplies 
from which all r^onopoiiesand all capi- 
talism can derive tha power to live and 
grow, to develop and thrive, to bloom 
and flourish. Take off from capital all 
power of land cornering, and so that of 
raising laud values above their natural, 
economic point, because of interferences 
in "free competition," and capital to- 
day cannot obtain over E per .cent por 
annum, if as much, while many trusts 
and 
ether capitalistic 
combinations 


pocket from 20 to 00 per cent interest 
over legitimate Itibor created capital. 
Tba difference, from 15 to 45 per cent,' 
or any other possible one, represents in- 
creased, inflated land rents. A single 
tax civilization would take any such in- 
crease (ou top of economio rent) if it 
should make its appearance, since it is 
or.ly through snch a process that the law 
of equal rights could be preserved and 
all industrial monopolies remain sup- 
pressed. What a pity tbat most reform- 
ers refuse to grasp that simple process! 


Capitalism, the money ' power, wage 


slavery, .etc. — they would all vanish 
like smoke in less than 10 years, and 
the real EC-operative commonwealth 
would spring tip like the Venus of the 
old Greeks from the foam of the waves 
iu the jf£gi;an sea, east o&,Greece, under 
fall land aud franchise values taxation. 
Plutocracy shall laugh at nil other re- 
forms. And what about the money C|uea- 
tion? A civilization of equal rights 
would have nothing to do with gold or 
silver money. Tbe nation -would use her 
own credit, and her notes would bo hot- 
ter than silver or gold, each $1 of sn'ch a 
money being guaranteed by ut least $5 
or $10 in national resources. 
That 


would mean that the volume would be 


i fixed on -a certain relation with 
the 


wealth of tho social compaot. And as 
no one conld use that money for any 
gambling or monopoly purposes, the law 
of equal rights standing across all mo- 
nopolistic or gambling combines, money 
would then always be. in plenty where- 
ever needed to promote all healthy in- 
; dasfcries, to spread happiness and mBn- 


1 hood everywhere. Such money : would 
fcave no power for evil; 


It may take one or two centuries for 


men to realize anything more or less 
like the above. It can only be. accom- 
plished through political battles fought 
along scientific lines and under, high 
;ideals-of what we owe to each other as 
j-ohildren of the same Father in yonder 
glory.

Xorel Combination of n Typewriter nnd a 


Telephone. 


Scientists in Europe are talking a 


good deal just now about a curiona now 
machine, towhich the name talescriptor 
bas been given. As the name indicates, 
the object of the machine is to^yrite 
clown words spoken or sent from a dis- 
tance. The telephone, as at present con- 
structed, enables ona person to hear an- 
other who is talking perhaps leagues 
away. 
The telesoriptor, .it is claimed, 


will enable any person to send a written 
message to another person over a tele- 
phone.

The telescriptor has been invented by 


a German scientist. His machine is sim- 
ply a combination of the typewriter and 
the telegraph, and withont.it the invent- 
or claims that the telephone cannot be 
regarded as complete. 
The manipula- 


tion of the machine is not more difficult 
than that of the typewriter, and, .like 
the typewriter, the new instrument has 
a keyboard, above which is placed the 
bos containing tho machinery.' 


The same wire which is used for tel- 


ephonic communication is counc.cted 
with the telescriptor, and by means of 
a simple manipulation tho current can 
be directed either "into""tho telescriptor 
or into the telephone. 
Thus, when a 


person wishes to use a telephone, after 
it has been furnished with this new ma- 
chine, .all he will have to do will be to 
turn on the current and then write his 
message on the typewriter.. According 
•is it; is written the message will be 
flashed across the wire and an answer 
will be sent to him in tho same man- 
ner.—New York Herald!

A BIG RESERVOIR. 


Government Takes Up the Matter of Irrl- 


E'ntloa In the West. 


Onptain Hiram M. Chittenden of the 


corpg of engineers of the United States 
army arrived in Denver the other day 
and called at the office of State Engineer 
Sumner to look over tho_topographical 
maps of Colorado, with a view to eclect- 
ing tho most desirable sita for a great 
water storage reservoir. 
: 


Captain Cbitteaden's mission is one 


of extraordinary importance to the agri- 
cultural interests of Colorado and marks 
thecommencementof federal interest iu 
the western irrigation projects. The idea 
is to establish a government storage res- 
ervoir or lake in the mountains on tho 
eastern side of the divide, which will 
save huge volumes.of water which now 
run to waste in the spring. The project 
will, when completed, -open up-vast 
areas of now arid region to'cultivation. 


A start was made last spring, when 


congress passed the bill authorizing the 
construction of great federal reservoirs, 
one Jn V?yomiug:and one in Colorado. 
The bill carried with it an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 to defray tho expenses 
:of the surveys and other preliminary 
work. "I have about decided that the 
proper-place to locate the reservoir will 
be at the headwaters of thePlatto," 
said Capcain Ohittenden. "Tbo Platte 
is the great distributor of water in Col- 
orado and northwestern Nebraska. I 
Will start out in"'a few-days and look 
over the South'park region, but active 
work cannot ba commenced ontil the 
heavy snows disappear."

J3e Relieved.

- Governor Foster has appointed a com- 
mittee of four, with A. ilillsapsot Alon- 
roa as chairman, to arrange for the dis- 
tribution of corn and other": supplies in 
the part's of north Louisiana stricken by 
drought and authorized the committee 
to draw en the state treasury to the 
amount of $65,000. The Members went 
to St. Louis recently, arranged.there for 
the pare base of corn at a cheap figure 
and secured from the railroads reduced 
rates on all shipments of supplies.

Pol- 
lowing out this construction of law, tho 
workingmen of llassa:husotts have al- 
ready been forbidden from walking up 
aiul down the streets in front of their 
employers' places of business. Any act 
whatever that a judco may, in his ei- 
ce=3ivo wisdom, decide to bo detrimental 
to ths "publio good" may be forbidden 
by injunction, 
and workingmen on 


strike mtist Buffer the consequence of 
contempt of court, which is any punish- 
ment which the judge may see fit to 
mete out to them, in his own discretiou 
and without the safeguard of a jury 
triul, if they happen to disobey the in- 
junction. 


This is the actual state of low under 


which we aro now living, and yet this 
is net Russia, nor yet Turkey, but the 
free and enlightened republic of tho 
United States, where the paople make 
The laws, and where there are no classes 
nor titles of nobility. 
At least this is 


what our masters - tell us when thoy 
gush about tho dignity of tha frea and 
independent American workingman and 
the sacredness of our "national honor" 
about election time. 


American workingmen are in a posi- 


tion where it is utterly impossible for 
them to realize any of tho bonoCts of 
organization as against the will of their 
masters without placing themselves in 
the attitude of criminals. They cro en- 
meshed in tho net of a judicial despotism 
which takes cognizance of all their aots, 
and which has both the power and the 
disposition to see that none of such acts 
shall interfere with the io called liberty 
of employers to carry on business nfter 
their own iduas of tha eternal fitness of 
tilings, and to tha end chat the dear 
public may riot bo inconvenienced. 


By the side of this question the ques- 


tion of silver coinago pales i*to utter 
insignificance. In his plea to the court

ergy by such compression precipitate 
an explosion which shall wreck social

and reverent thanksgiving was ever of-; 
fared by mortal man. 


Altgold hns probably been denounced 


more bitterly than any other parson oc- 
cupying an important official position 
in this country. He has been branded.as 
an anarchist, an incendiary, a breeder 
of Ecdition—every ephithet that fear 
and hatred could prompt and ingennicy 
reduce to words has been ehowered upou 
him from the press, tho pulpit and . the 
rostrum. How far these denunciations 
were warranted we do not now propose 
to consider. We content ourselves with 
saying that many of the leading men 
in Chicago—merchants, manufacturers, 
heads of great corporations and promi- 
nent members of the learned professions 
—have certified to their falsehood and 
injnstice. Lettbatgo. History will deal 
with Mr. Alfgeld as n governor. We are 
discussing him today merely as a writer 
and a thinker. He has been defeated— 
overwhelmingly defeated. Soon he will 
return to private life, leaving his public 
record to tbe enlightened judgment of 
hia follow citizens and to tha arbitra- 
ment of fact. But we do not hesitate to 
say that, in our opinion, the man capa- 
ble of sucb. sentiments as we have quot- 
ed above;—and they have in them tho 
unmistakable ring of sincerity—curnot 
be an anarchist, cannot be a criminal, 
cannot bo an enemy of society. That ho 
may bo a.fuiiatic, an 
enthusiast, n 


dreamer of impossible things, wo can 
imagine. That ha might have conceived 
the happy valley of Hasselas, the repub- 
lic cf Plato, the community of St Si- 
mon or Prcudhon, is conceivable. But 
this man loves mankind, prays for its 
happiness and exaltation, feels with, 
delights and sorrows with, his fellow 
creatures. Ko cynic, tyrant or conspira- 
tor could have uttered that glowing, 
that noble, that passionate apostrophe.

Ha 
then concentrated, at a given moment, 
tbo greatest nnmber of m^n ,:and .guns 
possible on thoso weak points. He was 
always -the attacking general, and his 
attacks wcro invariably 'Hmde-with tbe 
maxiLT.um fury. 
The defensive implies 


inertia, and the degree of momentum in 
'nttack, under proper conditions;', is' apt 
to decide its EUCCCEB, just ss in the clash- 
ing of two locomotives tho cue shall get 
1ho best which runs with tiio greater vo- 
•locity. ' Add to all this tlvo 'important 
item of-converging all military opera- 
tions against tba basis of supplies from 
which the euciny'is to derive :\11 that it 
needs to fight with, and there yon have 
tha whole science 'of " war boiled down 
into a few simple, contra! thonghts/tho 
truth of which is as inexorable -as tho 
whole cnsomhle of .natural laws.

Political battles lent on tho sama,prin- 


ciples as the military ones. • They can 
only be won under tho identical tactics 
]'uEt specified. Hero sentiment, enthu-. 
siasm, stubbornness—they don't count 
for much but ua auxiliaries to'funda- 
mental truth presented iu olcar forms 
and with nothing of tha Phaiisco about 
it. That implies the attacking of funda- 
mental evils through scientific, matho- 
ruatio processes. Trnth refnsts all alli- 
ance with empirical methods, repudiates 
all human fancies and whims, is at war 
against all class exclcsivism, and ic 
never tolerates the worship of .any idols. 
Trnth involves and demands solidarity 
of purposes. It aims at universal hap- 
piness by means of universal justice. It 
has nothing to db.with national: prida 
or traditions and much less with the 
supposed wisdom of the fathers or ances- 
tors at any historical period. 
What is 


wisdom today shall be folly tomorrow. 
There is bat ono kind of wisdom, and 
that is the wisdom of—the Father. 
There is but ..one ultimatum iu social 
life, and its name is—social righteous- 
ness through laws of equal rights, and 
henco tho suppression of all monopoly. 


Monopoly is tha antithesis of equal 


rights, tho antagonistic forco of all pub- 
lic honesty, the embodiment of all in- 
iquities in the life of nations. Thera 
you have the key of tho position to be 
attacked. No reform movement has any 
chance of permanent sncceo until that 
key is captured. The key of a position 
means a certain portion of land through 
which the army of the enemy can hold 
all the other land it needs, and BO its 
guns, baggage, soldiers, etc. The key 
onco taken possession of, the rest of the 
laud has to ba abandoned, and guns 
and soldiers must fly off or bo destroyed. 


Land monopoly is the key of capital- 


ism with its wage slavery and so called 
money power, its trusts with which to 
intensify'all restrictions in production 
and commerce and-any possible com- 
bination tending to control markets, 
prices and labor earnings. Land monop- 
oly is but a grand land trnstin each na- 
tion. All the others me nothing but itl 
natural children, made indispensable to' 
the father in proportion as inventions 
come to increase the power of labor in 
all forms of production. Land and laud 
values are tho only basis of supplies 
from which all monopolies and all capi- 
talism can derive tho power to live and 
grow, to develop and thrive, to bloom 
and flourish'. Tako off from capital all 
power of land cornering, and so that of 
raising laud values abovo their natural, 
economic point, because of interferences 
in "free competition," and capital to- 
day cannot obtain over 6 per cent per 
annum, if as much, while many trusts 
and 
other capitalistio 
combinations 


pocket from 20 to GO per cent interest 
over legitimate labor created capital. 
The difference, frorn 15 to 45 per cent, 
or any other possible one, represents in- 
creased, inflated land rents. A single 
tax civilization would take any such in- 
crease (on top of economic rent) if it 
should make its appearance, since it is 
only through such a process that the law 
of equal rights could be preserved and 
all industrial monopolies remain sup- 
pressed. What a pity that most reform- 
ers refuse to grasp that simple process! 


Capitalism, the money power, wage 


slavery, etc.—they would all vanish 
like smoke 'in less than 10 years, and 
tho real co-operativa commonwealth 
would spring up like the Venus of the 
old Greeks from the foam of the waves 
in the jEgean sea, east o&.Greece, under 
fall land and franchise values taxation. 
Plutocracy shall laugh at all other re- 
forms. And what about the money ques- 
tion? A civilization of equal rights 
would have nothing to do with gold or 
silver money. The nation would aeo her 
own credit, and her notes wonld be bet- 
ter thau silver or gold, eaah $1 of-such a 
money being guaranteed by at least $5 
or $10 in national resources. 
That 


would moan that the volume would be 
fixed.on a certain relation with the 
wealth of the social compact. And aa 
no one could usa that money for any 
gambling or monopoly purposes, the law 
of equal rights standing across all mo- 
nopolistic or gambling combines, money 
would then always be in plenty whera- 
ever needed to promote all healthy in- 
dustries, to spread happiness and man- 
hood everywhere. Such money would 
bave EO power for evil.- 


It may take one or two centuries for 


men to realize anything more or'less 
like the above. It can only ba accom- 
plished through political battles fought 
along . scientific lines aud under/high 
•ideals-of what we owe to each other as 
'children, of :the same Father in 'yonder 
glory.

Tho telescriptor has been invented by 


a German scientist. His machine is sim- 
ply a combination of the typewriter and 
the telegraph, and withqnt.it the invent- 
or claims that the''telephone caiinot be 
regarded as complete. The manipula- 
tion cf the machine is not more difficult 
than that of the typewriter, and, lika 
the typewriter, the new instrument has'

A BIG RESERVOIR. 


GoTenuaent Takes Up the Matter oi Irrf- 


Entlon In the West. 


Captain Hiram M. Chittenden of the 


corps of engineers of the United States 
army arrived in Denver the other day 
and called at the office of State Engineer 
Enmner to look over tho topographical 
maps of Colorado, with a view to select- 
ing tho most desirable site ior a great 
water storage reservoir. 


Captain Chittenden'e mission is one 


of extraordinary importance to the agri- 
cultural interests of Colorado and marks 
thecommencomentof federal interest in 
the western irrigation projects. The idea 
is to establish a government storage res- 
ervoir or lake in the mountains on the 
eastern Hide of the divide, which will 
save huge volumes-of water which now 
run to waste in the spring. Tha project 
will, when completed, open up1-vast 
areas of now arid region to'cnltivation. 


A start was mads last spring, when 


congress passed tha.bill authorizing tha 
construction of' great federal reservoirs, 
one in "Wyoming:and one in Colorado. 
The bill carried with-it an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 tc defray tho expenses 
of the surveys and other preliminary 
work. "I have about decided that the 
proper place to locate the reservoir will 
be at the headwaters of thePlatto," 
eaid Captain Chittenden. "Tho Platte 
is the great distributor of water in Col- 
orado and northwestern Nebraska/ I 
will start out in"~a few'-daya nnd look 
over the South park region, but active 
work cannot be commenced until the 
heavy anows disappear." 


Tbo Oldest SIncer. , 


Flushing, N. Y., ia the" home of the 


oldest singer in America. : Hia name ia 
David L. Horton, and though 91 years 
old hia voice is in splendid condition, 
and he is considered the best bass singer 
on Long Island. Mr. Horton led the 
ohnrch choir in Sonthold for 50 years 
and is locally famous as an evangelist. 
He fas devoted his life to;Bacied mnsio 
and song.

attaching fhein'selres to any'dbject they 
may come in contact with.in the water. 
An old shoe or boot, a;bottle, another 
oyster, or a small qnahaug aro familiar 
examples, but in almost every instance 
where an oyster and a qnahaug ore found 
grown to each other ouo is much smaller 
than the other. Esceptions to this rula 
are BO uncommon that when au oyster-, 
man of Pawtuxefc.found an.qystoi'.nhfl a' 
quahaug attached to each other and of 
.tho eame size tbe oldest olammera .and 
oystermen in Pawtuxet said they had 
never seen tba like before. 


The oyster was a:]arge one,'at least 6 


or 7 years old, and the qnahaug to which 
it'was attached at the hingaof the shell 
was within a year of tho same age and 
had also attained its full growth. Both 
bivalves were handsomo specimens, and 
both ware alive. "Tho .two, united yet 
separate, were placed on • exhibition in 
the window of Green's fish market, 
where a large part of the mole popula- 
tion of the village assembled at some 
time during the day;or evening.:- There 
.they were viewed by mon of experience' 
in the: handling of qnahaugs and oys- 
ters, who all said they had never seen 
another instance where a'All grown 
oyster and qua bang had united.
